FOOD PRICES 
DROP PORK 


10,000 Unsold Hogs 
Send Grain; Meat, 
Produce Down. 


The cost of living took a tumble yes- 
terday. 

Starting at the stockyards, where 
pork dropped from 1 to 1% cents a 
pound, with other meats following, the 
slide reached the grain, végetable, and 
fruit markets. It was predicted retail 
prices would show the effect today. 

Dozens of reasons were offered for 
the downward skid. The consensus 


was that the government’s double-bar- | 


reled campaign—the sale of army food 
and the prosecution of profiteers and 
hoarders—was bringing results. 


Purchasers’ Boycott Helps. 
A spontaneous boycott of high 
priced foodstuffs by purchasers,

It was declared food costs will reach 
still lower levels before the alide is 
halted. 
. The immediate cause of the drop at 
the stock yards was the action of the 
big packers in backing away from the 
market. The announcement of the 
government that army food would be 
sold at low prices in retail stores re- 
sulted in their decision not to buy on 
the high market. . 
Possibility of steel and rail strikes, 
with a corresponding lowering of de- 
mand, the hue and cry against high 
meat prices, and the attitude of the 
government toward the packers were 
other factors. 

10,000 Hogs Go Begging. 
The end of the day therefore found 
10,000 hogs unbid for in the pens at 
the stockyards. The sales books showed 
pork prices down $1@1.50 per hun- 
dredweight, cattle down $1, and dressed 
beef off 50@75c. Sheep and lambs drop- 
ped from 25@50c. 
On the grain market, corn, syntpa- 
thetic with pork prices, went down 
2 cents a bushel for the cash article, 
selling at $1.91@1.94. 
In South Water street price drops 
were almost universal on fruits and 
vegetables. On the down grade were 
apples, bananas, cantaloupes, oranges, 
peaches, Michigan grapes, plums, cel- 
ery, sweet potatoes, onions, peppers, 
Western potatoes, — corn and 
watermelons. 
Abundancy was the cause attributed 
to the lowering of prices here, The 
U. S. Market bureau reported 204 car- 
loads of potatoes on track’ in Chicago; 
apples, : 42; watermelons, 78; canta- 
loupes, 45, and oranges, 27. 

Oranges and Peaches Drop. 
In the face of a big supply apples 
fell off 25 cents a bushel, selling at 
$1.50 to $2.00, while a corresponding 
decrease by the barrel was registered. 
Oranges slumped 50 cents a box. Sweet 
potatoes went down 50 cents a bushel 
and peaches 25 cents. 

Among the other drops registered 
were bananas, 25 cents a bunch, and 
cantaloupes 25 cents a crate. Tomatoes 
sold at 35 to 40 cents a box, a drop 
of from 10 to 15 cents. Corn dropped 
a dime per five dozen sack to a figure 
between 60 and 65 cents. Watermelons 
sold at from 20 cents for the small 
sizes to 40 cents for the large, a drop 
of from 10 to 15 cents.

HUGE AIR LINER 
TO SOAR ABOVE 
CHICAGO TODAY 


Amazes Aviation 
Veterans. 


All Chicago has seen the pictures of 
the gigantic aircraft designed and built 
by France, England, Italy, and Ger- 
many. The roomy tonneau, the Titan 
motors, the mammoth wingspreads, 
have been portrayed in countess pho- 
tographs boasting of the air supremacy 
of foreign nations. And Chicago, 
chuckling over the performance of the 
NC-4, has waited for the monsters 
America would surely make. 

Last night as the sun was slowly 
dropping behind the western clouds a 
man-made bird, so large that it dwarfs 
the ordinary plane as the eagle doeg 
the sparrow, circled over Chicago at 
an altitude of 5,000 feet, lazily spiraled 
down, and finally set its wheels on 
Ashburn field. 

Veterans Amazed. 

It was an American commercial 
company’s contribution to the United 
States’ fight for air laurels. 

Veterans of the air service looked 
with wonder at the ship last night 
as it stood leashed to the ground’ 
Never had such a monster been in 
Chicago. 

The ship, built at an approximate 
expense of $150,000, by the Lawson 
Airplane company of Milwaukee, has 
a wing span of 95 feet. It has a gap 
of 10 feet and a chord of 10 feet and 6 
inches. There is a biplane flipper and 
a triplane rudder. Two ailerons taken. 
from one pair of wings would offer 
sufficient surface for or 
thirteen meter Neuport.
